Three Lectures Given 
In Science Seminar 

In continuance of the Science 
Seminar begun last year by St. 
Joseph’s Science Department, 
three lectures have been given 
thus far this semester. Besides 
members of St. Joseph’s faculty, 
men interested in science from 
the neighboring schools have' been 
in attendance. 

Opening the series, the Rev. 
Clarence Kroeckel, C.PP.S., Chair- 
man of the Dpartment, discussed 
“Hormones and Behavior” on Oct. 
17. He pointed out the /practical 
application of this study in hu- 
man psychopathy, especially im- 
portant today in handling shell 
shock and other nervous condi- 
tions in war cases. 

X-Ray 

Speaking on “Stereoscopy With 
X-Rays,” the Rev. Alfred Zanolar, 
C.PP.S., teacher of mathematics 
and physics, on Oct. 31, proposed 
ait idea on determining the depth 
of an imbeded object in another 
object by use of two X-Ray 
pictures. 

The Rev. Carl Nieset, C.PP.S., 
teacher of geology, on Nov. 14, 
spoke on “The Ice Age of the 
World.” He discussed the existing 
glaciers and their work, the 
glacier deposits in Indiana, the 
historical data of the Ice Age, 
and the general effects of it. 

The next talk will be given by 
the Rev. Albert Wuest, C.PP.S., 
teacher of Chemistry.
